Whatever the cxaci cause, the resulting four-year birth intervaf is essential 
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li> Ihe [Kung way of life. IKung women are the major p^o^'ide^s of child care 
and carry young -children almosi everywhere they go — an estimaled 1500 miles 
d ytdr. Women ate al^o the major providers of food and wiilk between hvij 
■.ind twelve miles two or three times j week to go gathering When they return 
(lii'y carry, along with their thild. fifteen to Ibirty-three pounds ^>fvL-ild ve^- 
t'lables, atthaugVi loads of forly puundii and more hai'e been rec^irded. TIjey 
iilso make frequent trips to villihges a few miles away and take longer trips 
when the enture^roup moves ciimp or visits people living at distances of up lo 
■^iKty miles. On these long trips women jI^o carry their few possessions — a 
nuirtar and pe$|le, cooking utensils, water dontainers^ a d iggmg stick, various 
orna ments and pieces of clo-fhii\g, as well ss water — adding another tw^o lO' 
four pounds to Iheir burden.
